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L'OIX’S FALSE SCHOOL. 
The Chicago Tribune devotes sev­ 
eral columns in recent issues to ans­ 
wering some of the heresies ta u g h t in 
Prof. 
Harvev's 
‘'Coin’s 
Financial 
School’’ 
and 
reprints the 
follow­ 
ing 
article 
written 
by 
R. 
W. 
Knott in the Louisville 
Post. 
“ A 
tired newspaper man sought amuse­ 
m ent in an idle hour, and began a 
work of belion, pure and simple. 
As 
he progressed he decided to change 
its purpose and make it a satire on 
current political discussion. 
Then it occurred to him to enliven 
his text with diagrams, to stir in a 
few statistics, to add a. foot note or 
two, to tack on an appendix, and to 
seed it out as a popular 
treatise on 
political economy, which be did, and 
he called it “ Coin’s Financial School.” 
It is one of the most amusing of re­ 
cent pubiicaticne, hut tho most amus­ 
ing thing about it is th a t some per­ 
sons are inclined to take the book se­ 
riously. 
The writer quotes 
a statute and 
clips it off in the middle; he jumbles 
his figures like a pr stidigatiur, and 
then tells the spectators they will find 
tho answer in their hats. 
He makes 
his comparison of value by diagrams 
of weight; ho asks if you divide the 
wheat crop by a given number of 
ounces of gold how many apples will 
England buy of America. 
He insists 
that though the gold product of the 
world in 1895 is as large as the gold 
and silver product of the world :n 
1873, yet the refusal any longer to 
coin the silver dollar accounts for the 
decline in prices twenty years after 
the crime of 1873. 
He asks if it is 
not plain that we cannot pay the 
debts of the world in gold when the 
debts are tw enty times as great as the 
gold. 
Altogether his conundrums are 
as 
marvelously constructed as his 
statutes, and they are fearfully and 
wonderfully made. 
But as he an­ 
swers his conundrums himself 
his 
kindergartners are satisfied and they 
have 
Coin 
as 
a 
great financial 
authority. 
Unfortunately 
his 
auditors 
and 
readers are sincere, however much the 
author may be given to charlatanry 
and humbug, and he finds himself a 
king for a day as Bellamy did. 
It is only another illustration of 
the necessity of teaching the rudi­ 
ments of political knowledge in our 
public schools. 
Coin has not the first 
conception of money, industry, or of 
commerce. 
There is not in this book 
the least indication this “ teacher” 
has ever studied either the history of 
commerce or the first principles of po­ 
litical economy. 
The book is so lack­ 
ing in the first elements of serious 
work that men in earnest hate to re­ 
fer to it at all, and when they do, do 
not know where to begin. 
The following catechism is designed 
to present clearly the first principles 
in the currency question; to show the 
relation of money to wealth; of coin 
to money; and to trace the develop­ 
m ent of modern commerce from its 
first stage of barter. 
It is believed 
that if one has distinctly in mind a 
few historical facts, a few ^scientific 
principles founded on these facts, one 
cannot be imposed on by financial 
charlatans OI economic quacks. 
The catechism th a t follows is ex­ 
haustive, touching all phases ot po­ 
litical economy and standards of value. 
Among the pertinent questions asked 
and answered are the following: 
Q — Does coinage add to the value 
of either metal? 
A.— It adds nothing to its value. It 
simply makes it more convenient to 
use and thus facilitate exchange. 
Q —Then gold and silver are mere 
commodities after coinage as before? 
A.—The same as before. 
q — Can you give any illustration to 
sustain this assertion? 
A.— When the Coinage is free the 
coins are only of the value of the bul­ 
lion each contains. Their legal tender 
quality adds nothing to their intrinsic 
worth. 
Melt up a gold eagle and it is 
still $10. 
Melt up a silver dollar in 
any free coinage country; it is still 
worth 50 cents, same as the silver dol­ 
lar was. 
The Tribune of 
April 10-17, con­ 
tains the entire catechism, and it is 
w ell worth studying by every man 
who is tinctured with free silver her­ 
esies.
